FLY AFTER THE WHEAT 


The Industrious Pest Is Already 


Hard at Work. 


PEOPLE WE KNOW 


FIELDS MUST BE PLOWED UNDER

Charles E. Thome, director of the 


Wooster experiment station, sends 
out tbe following bulletin of warning 
and advice to farmers. It deals with 
the ravages of the Hessian lly on 
wheat already sown: 
Sept. 25 the Hessian flr was found 
busily at work laying its -eggs on the 
experimental sowings of wheat made 
at the Ohio Experiment station Sept. 
1, 7 and 14. On the latest sown wheat, 
the plants which consisted of a sin- 
gle spear, three to four inches high, 
practically every plant carried from 
one to a dozen eggs. On ibe earlier 
sowings the eggs were not quite so 
abundant, especially on that of Sep- 
tember 1. 


•It is extremely desirable that 
more thorough observations be made 
upon this insect than have ever yet- 
been reported, especially with regard 
to its appearance and disappearance 
in various localities, and the experi- 
ment station urges that such observa- 
tions be at once undertaken through- 
out ail tbat portion of tbe state wnere 
the fly may not yet have finished its 
work. 


"The Hessian fly is a minute insect 
somewhat resembling a mosquito, but 
considerably smaller. The abdomen 
of the female is extended into a long, 
lender ovipositor, and when engaged 
in egg laying she flies from the 
ground to the plant, deposits one or 
more eggs, an operation requiring but 
a fraction of a minute, then to the 
ground and soon to another plant.The 
Jggs, which are ouly barely visible to 
Lhe unaided eye. are reddish in color. 
Several times as long as wide, and are 
deposited end to end in the minute 
creases of the young wheat blade, us- 
ually on the upper or inward side. 
They are said to hatch ia four to ten 
days, owing to tbe temperature, but 
further ooservation is needed on this 
point. They are so small that 
a jrlass magnifying three to five di- 
tmeters is necessary to a satisfactory 
examination. A suitable pocket lens 
ia rubber case can be purchased of any 
optician for 50 to 75 cents. 
':It would seem probable that a 
sharp frost, occurring while the eggs 
are 
exposed., 
would^_4»rj&v.enj:._tli£ir 
Aaichlng, bat no" obserratron-' seems 
ever to have been made on this point. 
"Care mnst be taken noE to confuse 
the Hessian fly with a gnat-like plant 
louse, which is often found fixed on 
the wheat blade with its sharp pro- 
boscis inserted into the blade, from 
which it is sucking the sap. These 
are not sufficiently numerous to cause 
any material injury, but- some of them 
are about the size of the fly. Their 
rounded abdomen and sluggish action 
serve to distinguish them readily from 
the slender, active flies. 


"In neighborhoods where occasion- 
al fields of wheat have been sow n tbe 
flies will probably have expend ed all 
their egg laying energies upon these 
and it will now be safe to sow the 
general crop: but where everybody 
bas delayed sowing the risk may b e 
greiter, for we do not know how long 
the fly is able to hold her eggs, wait- 
ing for the farmer to provide a suita- 
ble place for them. 


"Where wheat is as badly infested 
as are the experimental sowings at 
tuisstaiion it would he wise to~plow 
under and sow again: for such wheat 
wiil not only be almost destroyed, but 
it will serve to carry over a host 
of tbe -.veil known -flax seeds' of tbe 
fly. from which a new brood will

-"ack was made Sunday night on one

Pretoria, Sept. 30.—Under authority 


of Kitchener, a pamphlet been pub- 
lished containing notice of the per- 
manent banishment of several Boer 
leaders captured since Sept. IS, aac 
also a long letter from Lord Kitchener 
replying to a communication from 
Acting President Schalkburger receiv- 
ed September 5. Lord Kitchener pro- 
poses to send the Schalkburser letter 
to the imperial government which, he 
says, reciprocates the Boer states- 
man's desire tor peace. Lord Kitchen- 
er then proceeds to explain that the re- 
sponsibility for the war rests with the 
burghers, "whose invasion of unpro- 
tected British territory opened the 
saddest page In South African his- 
tory." He quotes a letter from a mem- 
ber of the Tolksraad to a member of 
the Cape Colony assembly, declaring 
that 'the time is ripe to drive the Eng- 
lish from South Africa." In conclu- 
sion. Lord Kitchener declares that 
having annexed the two republics to 
Great Britain, he cannot break faith 
with the people who have shown loy- 
alty to the new regime, and, so far as 
clemency to Cape rebels is concerned, 
this is the perogative of the ruler 
which must be exercised with unfet- 
tered distinction. A proclamation has 
been Issued providing for the sale ol 
properties of burghers still In the 
field in accordance with the terms of 
Lord Kitchener's previous proclama- 
tion.
